Jerry Sandusky, maintaining his 
innocence, was sentenced Tues- 
day to at least 30 years in prison 
— effectively a life sentence — in 
the child sexual abuse scandal that 
brought shame to Penn State and 
led to coach Joe Paterno’s downfall. 

A defiant Sandusky gave a ram- 
bling statement in which he denied 
the allegations and talked about his 
life in prison and the pain of being 
away from his family. 

“I’ve forgiven. I’ve been for- 
given. I’ve comforted others. I’ve 
been comforted. I’ve been kissed 
by dogs. I’ve been bit by dogs,” he 
said. “I’ve conformed. I’ve also been 
different. I’ve been me. I’ve been 
loved. I’ve been hated.” 

Three victims spoke, often fight- 
ing back tears. One looked San- 
dusky in the eyes at times. Two of 
the men exchanged a long embrace 
after court was adjourned.

Ex-Penn State coach 


State assistant coach was found 
guilty in June of 45 counts of child 


sexual abuse, convicted of molest- 
ing 10 boys over a 15-year period. 
Judge John Cleland handed down 
a 30- to 60 -year term. He called 
Sandusky dangerous, saying he 
betrayed children and abused 
their trust. 

Sandusky’s arrest 11 months 
ago, and the details that came out 
during his trial over the summer, 
transformed Sandusky’s public 
image from a college coach who 
had been widely admired for his 
work with the Second Mile charity 
into that of a reviled pervert who 
preyed on the very youngsters who 
sought his help. 

Eight of the boys he was found 
guilty of molesting testified at his 
trial, describing a range of abuse 
that included fondling, oral sex 
and anal intercourse. 

Sandusky has consistently 
maintained his innocence and 
plans to appeal. One element of 
the appeal is expected to be a claim 
that the defense did not have time 
to adequately prepare for trial. San- 
dusky was charged in November.

‘Sesame’ foundation 
asks campaign to 
remove satirical spot 

New York 

Big Bird is flying high in the 2012 
presidential campaign. 

President Barack Obama’s cam- 
paign deployed the beloved “Ses- 
ame Street” icon in a new TV ad 
Tuesday mocking Mitt Romney 
for saying he would defund public 
broadcasting if elected. 

The foundation backing “Sesa- 
me Street” quickly disavowed the 
spot, and Romney dismissed it as 
un-serious even though the Repub- 
lican hopeful brought Big Bird into 
the national political conversation 
at last week’s presidential debate. 

Big Bird has been a big deal 
since Romney, in outlining ways 
he would cut federal spending, 
said, “I’m going to stop the sub- 
sidy to PBS,” adding, “I like PBS, 
I love Big Bird.” 


Meanwhile ... 

President Barack Obama and 

Republican challenger Mitt Rom- 
ney were crossing Ohio on Tuesday 
and making their case with new 
urgency in the campaign’s final 
weeks. Polling shows a tightening 
race after more than 67 million peo- 
ple watched Romney shine in last 
week’s debate in Denver. No Republi- 
can has won the presidency without 
carrying Ohio. (AP) 


Romney’s comment drew imme- 
diate reaction on social media.

Quantum Work Lands French-U.S. Duo a Nobel 


Stockholm 

A French-American duo shared the 
2012 Nobel Prize in physics Tues- 
day for experiments on quantum 
particles that have already resulted 
in ultra-precise clocks and may one 
day help lead to computers many 
times faster than those in use today. 

Serge Haroche of France and 
American David Wineland showed 
in the 1990s how to observe indi- 
vidual particles while preserving 
their bizarre quantum proper- 
ties, something that scientists had 
struggled to do before. 

Working separately, the two sci- 
entists, both 68, developed “inge- 
nious laboratory methods” that 



What It Means 


In an ordinary computer, infor- 
mation is represented in bits, either 
a zero or a one. But in a quantum 
computer, a particle can essential- 
ly represent a zero and a one at the 
same time. If scientists can make 
such particles work together, cer- 
tain kinds of calculations could be 
done with blazing speed, (ap) 


allowed them to manage and mea- 
sure and control fragile quantum 
states, the Royal Swedish Academy 
of Sciences said. 

“Their groundbreaking meth- 
ods have enabled this field of 
research to take the very first steps 
towards building a new type of 
superfast computer based on quan- 
tum physics,” the academy said. 

Haroche also said quantum 
research could help make GPS 
navigating systems more accurate. 

Wineland noted that many 
people are working in the field. “At 
this point, I wouldn’t recommend 
anybody buy stock in a quantum 
computing company ... but we’re 
optimistic,” he said, (ap)

NATO Vows to 
Defend Turkey 
Against Syria 

Brussels 

NATO is ready to defend Turkey, the 
alliance’s top official said Tuesday, 
in a direct warning to Syria after a 
week of cross-border artillery and 
mortar exchanges escalated ten- 
sions between the two countries. 

Ankara reinforced a base close 
to the frontier with Syria where 
shells killed five Turks last week, 
sparking fears of a regional crisis. 
Syria has defended its shelling of 
Turkey as an accident. 

“Obviously Turkey can rely on 
NATO solidarity,” NATO Secre- 
tary-General Anders Fogh Ras- 
mussen said. His comments were 
the strongest show of support to 
Turkey since the conflict began, (ap)

In her diary, she wrote about her 
fears and growing Taliban influ- 
ence: “On my way from school to 
home I heard a man saying, T will 
kill you.’ I hastened my pace and 
after a while I looked back if the 
man was still coming behind me. 
But to my utter relief he was talk- 
ing on his mobile and must have 
been threatening someone else.”

Washington 

Massive crowds are expected to 
descend on the Navy Yard area 
Wednesday for the first playoff 
game at Nationals Park, but the 
big problems could begin after 
the final out. 

The game is scheduled to start 
at 1 p.m., which means that tens 
of thousands of baseball fans will 
be flooding Metro and the roads 
just as the evening commute gets 
under way. 


Metro 

The transit agency will be put- 
ting every available car into ser- 
vice to accommodate the crowds. 
Extra Green Line trains will shut- 
tle between the Mount Vernon 
Square and Anacostia stations. 
These eight-car trains will have 
operators at both ends so they can 
quickly reverse direction. 

Still, even with extra trains cov- 
ering a handful of stations, riders 
will still encounter crowded cars 
and packed station platforms.

Kwame Brown Given a Curfew 


Ex-Council chairman 
admonished by judge 
for missing check-in 

Washington 

Former D.C. Council chairman 
Kwame Brown was given a curfew 
and sternly admonished Tuesday 
morning by a federal judge for fail- 
ing to report to authorities by tele- 
phone, a condition of his release in 
a bank-fraud case. 

Brown, who is scheduled to 
be sentenced Nov. 13, apologized 
during a brief hearing in the Dis- 
trict’s federal court for not calling 
pre-trial officials on three sepa- 


rate occasions as required by U.S. 
District Judge Richard Leon. The 
judge placed him on an 11 p.m. to 
6:30 a.m. curfew and ordered that 
he report to court officials in per- 
son until his sentencing. 

“Mr. Brown, what do you have 
to say about your conduct? Three 
strikes?” Leon asked after Patty 
Sucato, a pre-trial release official, 
said that Brown did not call her 
office during the weeks of June 11, 
July 16 and Sept. 10. 

“Well, your honor,” Brown said. 
“First I would like to apologize. 
I know the importance of call- 
ing in ...” 

“You do?” Leon interrupted. 
“Your conduct doesn’t reflect that

all. After three times? 

“Your apology is a little late 
in the game,” the judge added. 
“What’s your excuse?” 


Brown then said that he was out 
of town that first week and forgot 
to call. On the second occasion, he 
thought he had taken care of his 
reporting responsibility when he 
called to alert court officials that 
he was leaving town that week. 
He didn’t think he had to call dur- 
ing the week of Sept. 10 because 
he had been booked that week by 
D.C. police on a related campaign 
finance charge in Superior Court. 

In June, the former Council 
chairman resigned from office and 
pleaded guilty to lying on bank-loan 
applications. Under nonbinding sen-

At this rate, it’s hard to see a street- 
car rolling down any D.C. street 
before 2014. 

That’s the only conclusion to 
draw after city transportation 
director Terry Bellamy told a 
D.C. Council panel Tuesday that a 
Northeast neighborhood’s move 
to block plans for a car barn could 
add up to 90 days — or a lot more 
— to the current official estimated 
opening date of “late 2013.” 

The proximate reason for the 
latest delay is an application to 
city historic preservation author- 
ities seeking landmark status for 
Spingarn Senior High School and 
its grounds, which is where city 
officials are planning to locate the 
car barn that is a prerequisite for 
the line’s opening. Should the His- 
toric Preservation Review Board 
grant the Kingman Park Civic 
Association’s request later this 
year, the process of reworking the 


plans could add many months to 
the opening date. Should it decline 
the application, the delay would be 
less dramatic. 

“It all depends on how we get 
through that whole process,” Bel- 
lamy said. 

Bellamy acknowledged things 
may have been pushed hastily.

Audit Shows 
Security Lapses

Washington has waited 79 years 
for postseason baseball to return 
to its soil, but now that it’s here, 
thousands of long-suffering fans 
are wondering how they’re going 
to see the next game. 

The Nationals completed the 
season’s 162-game schedule with 
baseball’s best record, only to be 
dealt a couple of bad hands by 
Major League Baseball. First, by 
a quirk of the new playoff format, 
they were forced to open the post- 
season on the road with two games 
against the reigning World Series 
champions. Then it was announced 
on Monday that the first home play- 
off game in generations would be 


played on a Wednesday at 1 p.m., 
leaving many in town relying on 
the kindness of their bosses or 
the soundness of their fabricated 
excuses for missing work. To top 
it off, the game will be carried on 
the MLB Network, which is avail- 
able on most local carriers but often 
only through premium program- 
ming packages.

Another year, another kicker cut. 

The Redskins revisited a familiar storyline 
on Tuesday by releasing Billy Cundiff and 
signing former UCLA kicker Kai Forbath. 

Cundiff lost his job after missing a 
31-yard field goal attempt Sunday against 
the Atlanta Falcons, a w^eek after he mis- 
fired on three kicks against the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers before making the 41-yard 
game-Avinner. 

Forbath beat out veterans Olindo Mare 
and Josh BroAvn in a tryout held Tuesday 
at Redskins Park. 

An All-American and Avinner of the Lou 
Groza Collegiate Place-Kicker Award in 
2009, Forbath was signed by Dallas after 
he went undrafted in 2011, but spent the 
year on injured reserve. 

Forbath tweeted: “Couldn’t be more 
excited to join Redskins nation! #HTTR.” 

If recent history holds, Forbath may not 
feel that way for long. 

Since Norv Turner took over as coach of 
the Redskins in 1994, kickers have become 
the perennial scapegoats of a franchise 
that has made the playoffs just three times 
since Joe Gibbs retired as coach the first 
time. Should Forbath attempt a field goal 
on Sunday against the Minnesota Vikings, 
he will be the 19th Redskins kicker to do so 
in that time span. 

Forbath made five of five field goal 
attempts for Tampa Bay this preseason.

First, consider what he said 
Tuesday afternoon: “I’ve accepted 
it, and I’m just trying to be here for 
the team.”

How, on the eve of Washington’s

79 years, did Strasburg arrive at 
that point? The simple answer is 
the one month and one day between 
then and now. 

“Time, basically,” Strasburg 
said. “I’m still pretty upset. I’m 
kind of past that. It’s done with. 
There’s nothing you can do. I could 
sit here and be upset and not be a 
good teammate, but I don’t want 
to be that type of guy.” 

Strasburg did not wish to dis- 
cuss specifically how much he has 
lobbied the Nationals to pitch. (If it 
needs to be said, Strasburg will not 
be making any postseason appear- 
ances, period.) But he admitted it 
had come up in the past, and that he 
no longer felt the need to push them. 

“It’s their call,” Strasburg 
said. “It’d be pretty reckless to 
have me get on the mound and 
get going now after not even get- 
ting on the mound for a month. 
I talked to them about it for the 
week after that, but they were 
pretty firm. Now it’s to the point 
where I don’t think it would be 
smart for anybody to do that.”

Jets Stick With Sanchez 
Amid Calls for Tehow

Mark Sanchez is staying put as 
the New York Jets’ starting quar- 
terback. 

Despite struggling again in a 
23-17 loss to the Houston Texans, 
Sanchez is still Rex Ryan’s guy — 
even as many fans and media are 
suggesting that a switch to Tim 
Tehow could help the Jets (2-3) get 
back on track. 

“Yeah, no question,” the Jets 
coach said Tuesday without hesita- 
tion when asked if Sanchez remains 
the team’s starter. 

Sanchez has completed less 
than 50 percent of his passes in 


four straight games, and his 48.4 
completion percentage ranks last in 
the NFL. He also has an unsightly 
66.6 quarterback rating, which is 
31st in the league — ahead of only 
Kansas City’s Matt Cassel (66.2) 
and Cleveland rookie Brandon 
Weeden (64.5). 

Ryan wouldn’t speculate on 
whether he might pull Sanchez 
for Tehow if the starter continues 
to struggle and the Jets’ two-game 
losing streak increases. 

“I’m not going to get into the 
what-ifs and all that,” Ryan said. 
“We’re not preparing to lose, that’s 
for sure. We’re thinking we’re going 
to win, starting this week.” (ap)

Stand-up comedy is made to be 
enjoyed in a dark room laughing along 
with other people. As a result, it hasn’t 
always translated to television. 

There are commercials, editing and 
the simple fact that stand-up doesn’t 
look as good on camera as it does in 
person. Yet every year. Comedy Central 
airs several stand-up-oriented series. 

Its newest 
offering, “Mash Up’’ 
(Tuesday, 12:30 a.m.), 
is its most interesting 
experiment to date. 

A hybrid of stand-up

ABC's new 'NashviLLe'

Fall Premieres 

Shortly before ABC’s new music- 
themed drama “Nashville” was set 
to begin filming, the producers had 
a problem: Three moments in the 
pilot needed musical numbers, and 
absolutely nothing fit. When one 
person wanted to use songs that just 
sounded “good,” the others shot that 
down. Good wasn’t good enough. 

Around that time, series creator 
Callie Khouri and executive produc- 
er R.J. Cutler were at the legendary 
Bluebird Cafe in Nashville when 
Khouri received an email from her 
friend John Paul White. White, of 
folk duo the Civil Wars, sent three 


songs — would any of them work? 

“Somehow,” Cutler says, “each 
one of these songs miraculously hit 
the bull’s-eye, threaded the needle 
— whatever metaphor you want to 
use — in a way that no other of the 
hundreds of songs we heard had.” 

Cutler’s story helps explain why 
the pilot of “Nashville,” a drama 
about the cutthroat culture of Music 
City, stands out: Even if it comes 
down to the wire, no one will set- 
tle for simply “good enough.” With 
Khouri’s husband, record producer 
T Bone Burnett, signed on as exec- 
utive music producer, the show is 
infused with a gripping authenticity. 

ABC is marketing the series, 
which debuts Wednesday, as a bat- 
tle between old and new.

A film adaptation of the literary classic White Deer Plain 
condenses the lives of 20 characters at a formative time 
in China’s history. Liu Wei learns more. 


W ang Quan’an 
first read 
White Deer 
Plain when 
he was a 
student at 
the Beijing 
Film Academy. The family saga set 
in Shaanxi province features plenty 
of history and sex. 

He did not expect that years later 
he would direct the first film based 
on the novel by veteran author 
Chen Zhongshi. Many filmmakers, 
including Wang himself, have 
considered White Deer Plain to be a 
novel that could not be successfully 
adapted into a film. “The book is 
so intense and complicated that 
it is easier to adapt it into 10 films 
instead of one,” he says. 

A must-read for anyone who wants 
to understand the country and its 
people better, the book traces the 
ups and downs of two rural clans in 
the first half of the 20th century in 
Shaanxi. 

The winner of China’stop literature 
honor, the Mao Dun Literature Prize, 
it has been a popular story among 
Chinese directors, Zhang Yimou and 
Chen Kaige included. 

The film was released in China 
on Sept 15, 20 years after the book 
was published in 1993, eight years 
after Wang became involved in the 
project and seven months after the 
film won a Silver Bear at the Berlin 
festival. 

At a recent seminar to mark the 
20th anniversary of the book, writer 
Chen Zhongshi gave the film 95 
marks out of 100. 

“It is the highest score I have ever 
got since my first day at school,” 
Wang said. 

Wang, 47, was first involved 
in the project when Lu Wei, the 
scriptwriter of Chen Kaige ’s iconic 
Farewell My Concubine, found him 
and suggested they make the film 
together. The budget then was only 
30 million yuan ($4.6 million). 

At that time Wang had made only 


“For me, the book tells how 
Chinese people were stunned by the 
fall of the imperial system and they 
have been confused building a new 
system of values, until now.” 

The author confronts the 
characters, mostly farmers, with 
the social upheavals from the 1910s 
to the 1940s — the downfall of the 
Qing Dynasty (1644-1911) up to the 
dawn of New China. 

While some senior figures try to 
hold on to old values, the younger 
generation eagerly embraces fresh 
ideas — some join the Communist 
Party, others go over to the 
Kuomintang, and a few become 
opportunists seeking personal 
gain. 

To digest more than 20 major 
characters’ life choices in a span of 
50 years was so challenging that 
Wang’s first cut was 220 minutes. 
Shortly before he took it to 2012’s 
Berlin festival as the only competing 
Chinese film, he edited it down 
to 160 minutes, removing mainly 
scenes set after 1938, one year 
after the War of Resistance against 
Japanese Aggression (1937-45) 
started. The film won a Silver Bear 
for best cinematography. 

In the 156-minute

two low-budget art-house films. 
He recalls that he was at first “not 
ambitious to handle an epic”, but 
White Deer Plain was so tempting 
a subject that they finished a script. 

However, the script did not gain 
approval, and the main investor, 
Xi’an Film Studio, was short of 
money at the time. 

In the following two years, Wang 
made two more art-house films; 
Tuya’s Marriage, about an Inner 
Mongolian woman’s choice to take 
her disabled husband into her new 
marriage, which won a Golden Bear 
in Berlin: and Apart Together, about 
a veteran’s return from Taiwan to 
the mainland, which won silver for 
best screenplay in Berlin. 

In 2010, Wang joined his powerful 
producer, Zhang Xiaoke, general 
manger of Shaanxi Tourism Group. 
When filming of White Deer Plain 
finally started, the budget had 
increased to 100 million yuan. 

For an art-house film in China, 
the budget was huge and meant 
that while Wang had targeted 
international film festivals before, he 
had to win over a much wider group 
in his homeland with the new film. 

While his producer tried various 
means to meet this end, including 
building a recreational theme park 
in Shaanxi province, Wang gathered 
some of China’s most well-received 
actors, such as Zhang Fengyi, to 
please audiences. 

He let the actors do only two 
things before shooting started: 
practice the Shaanxi dialect and do 
farm work.

version, currently in Chinese 
theaters, the story ends in 1938. 
Some sex scenes are thought to 
have been cut. “I never planned to 
make the shots sensuous,” Wang 
said. “They must work for the 
portrayal of the characters. Every 
shot is driven by the drama.” 

Although the final version 
screened is very different from the 
original cut, Wang is not complaining 
and would rather move on. 

“I feel more than happy the film 
is released. The turbulence the film 
experienced is nothing compared 
to what the characters in the book 
have been through,” he said. 

“You never know when the perfect 
timing is to make a film. If you have 
the drive and determination for 
something, you go for it.”

Unforgettable roles

When director Wang Quan’an 
chose the cast for his adaptation 
of Chen Zhongshi’s White Deer 
Plain, nobody wanted the role 
of Tian Xiao’e. Even so, if a 
reader was to remember only 
one character from the novel, 
it would have to be Tian Xiao’e, 
a sensual, illiterate woman who 
follows her instincts. However, 
her involvement with several 
men and her horrible ending 
could pose a challenge to the 
bravest of actresses. 

Tian, the concubine of an 
old miser, elopes with a young 
farmer, Lu Heiwa, to his home 
in Bailu village, but the couple is 
not accepted. 

When Lu joins guerillas in the 
midst of a famine, Tian is left 
with nothing. She becomes a 
tool in the hands of Lu Zilin, head 
of the Lu family, in his scheming 
against his old rival Bai Jiaxuan, 
head of the Bai family. 

Lu coerces Tian to seduce 
Bai Xiaowen, eldest son of Bai 
Jiaxuan. Lu Heiwa’s father, an 
upright old man, stabs Tian to 
death to end the shame. 

The tragedy does not end 
there. In a plague, rumors 
spread that Tian’s ghost is the 
culprit. Her remains are dug up 
and cremated, and a brick tower 
built atop her tomb, to keep the 
ghost under control. 

Why does the author give this 
frail woman such a horrifying 
end? “It’s logical in the context 
of an agricultural society rooted 
in superstition,” Chen said. 

In a novella, Chen recounts 
how his own village followed 
a feng shui master’s advice 
to build a tower to control evil 
spirits, in the 1950s. 

In stark contrast to Tian is 
Bai Ling, the daughter of Bai 
Jiaxuan. The author portrays 
her as an ideal woman, like 
the famed White Deer, which 
is believed to bring peace and 
bounty wherever it appears. 

Unlike Tian who blindly takes 
a tragic course, Bai Ling fights 
for education, freedom and 


love. She joins the Communist 
Party, in secret, and marries Lu 
Zhaopeng, the older son of her 
father’s old rival. 

“She realizes her political 
and romantic aspirations. 
In contrast, Tian Xiao’e is 
not enlightened and finds it 
impossible to attain happiness,” 
Chen said. 

Lu Heiwa and Bai Xiaowen 
provide the novel’s other study 
in contrasts. 

Lu joins the Party and leads 
farmers to fight increasing taxes, 
burn opium and free women 
from having their feet bound. 
But he degenerates into a bandit 
leader, before surrendering to 
the Kuomintang. He becomes 
an avid student of Confucianism. 

Bai appears to be the ideal 
successor of his father, before 
he falls for Tian Xiao’e. The 
disgraced man almost dies 
a vagrant, before becoming 
a petty Kuomintang officer. 
The opportunist then plots the 
death of his childhood friend Lu 
Heiwa and becomes the county 
magistrate. 

“(Lu) Heiwa goes backward 
from joining the revolution to 
picking up feudal ethics,” Chen 
said, “whereas Bai Xiaowen 
slides down toward total ruin.” 

The upright Bai Jiaxuan is 
based on the author’s own 
grandfather. 

While others are affected by 
the social upheavals, Bai stays 
true to Confucian doctrines as 
represented by his brother-in- 
law Master Zhu. He is always 
busy with the ancestral hall; 
leading villagers to pay respects 
to their ancestors, punishing 
those who disgrace the village, 
rebuilding the destroyed hall, 
and reminding folks about what 
to do and what not to. 

In feudal China, there was 
no political organization at the 
village level. Despite numerous 
natural disasters and wars, 
moral codes were passed down 
thanks largely to the ancestral 
hall, which served as a vital 
spiritual link holding the nation 
together, Chen said.

Is there any doubt that Elbe Gould- 
ing is this year’s Duffy? (And last 
year’s, too, because getting famous 
is taking Goulding awhile.)

HANK STUEVER (THE WASHINGTON POST) 
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Formerly Homeless Veteran Gets His Own House With Help of DC Habitat 


Leaving his parents’ house at age 18, 
Kenneth Harris had no idea that it would take 
nearly thirty years before he would regain a 
stable roof over his head. Harris had made 
a commitment to his country by joining the 
army. He thought that when he returned, 
he might go to air traffic control school. 
However, like many vets, he became a member 
of the homeless community. To get by, he relied 
on family members, sleeping on their couches 
and accepting their hospitality. Other times, 
he had to sleep in his car. “I once spent a whole 
summer out by 1-95 sleeping at a rest stop,” 
he recalls. 

It was Father’s Day 2008 that he decided it was 
time to change his life. Listening to a speech by 
Barack Obama, he decided he was “sick and 
tired of being sick and tired.” The speech must 
have resonated with his fatherly responsibilities 
and shortcomings, because within four years he 
turned his life around. With the same dedication 
and hard work that he demonstrated as a 
young man, Mr. Harris researched ways to pay 
off his debt, improve his credit score, and gain 
financial stability. He also secured a place in a 
local transitional housing program for homeless 
veterans, Q-Life. When he came across a 
Habitat for Humanity flier, he was prepared. 


He contacted Habitat’s Washington, DC office 
and began taking the steps to become a 
homeowner. 

Habitat for Humanity of Washington, D.C. 
(DC Habitat) offers a hand up to low-income 
Washington residents in need of decent, 
affordable housing. By utilizing donated funds 
and volunteer labor, DC Habitat builds and 
rehabilitates homes that are sold to program 
recipients at below-market prices. In return, 
the new owners contribute their own ‘sweat 
equity,’ helping to construct their house and 
those of their Habitat neighbors. Ken Harris will 
close on his new home and move in this fall. 

“I was selfish when I was young,” he admits, but 
working on other people’s houses through Habitat’s 
sweat equity program has changed his perspective. 
“When you’re out there, sweating, tearing up concrete 
in the heat, for no pay, it gets you thinking,” he says. 
Mr. Harris hopes to continue volunteering even after 
becoming a homeowner. He says he hands fliers out 
to people because often they don’t know about the 
opportunities that are out there. When asked about 
his hopes for homeownership, he mentions cooking, 
moon walking to Billie Jean, and inviting his family 
over for a change. Most of all though, he says, 
“I’m just going to lock the door, sit, and relax.”
